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Introduction 


The  North  Carohna  Awards 
were  instituted  by  the  1961 
General  Assembly,  which  acted 
on  the  idea  of  the  late  Dr. 
Robert  Lee  Humber  of  Green- 
ville, then  State  Senator  from 
Pitt  County.  The  purpose  of  the 
Awards,  as  set  forth  in  the 
statutes,  is  to  recognize  "notable 
accomplishments  by  North 
Carolina  citizens  in  the  fields  of 
scholarship,  research,  the  fine 
arts  and  public  leadership." 

In  1962  Governor  Terry  San- 
ford  appointed  a  five-member 
North  Carolina  Awards  Com- 
mission, which,  in  turn,  selected 
committees  to  serve  in  four 
areas:  the  Fine  Arts,  Literature, 
Public  Service  and  Science.  The 
committees  proposed  the  first 
nominees  to  the  Commission, 
which  made  the  final  selections. 
The  current  Commission,  ap- 
pointed by  Governor  James  B. 
Hunt,  Jr.,  follows  the  same 
procedure. 

The  medal  itself  was  designed 
by  the  eminent  sculptor  Paul 
Manship  and  was  one  of  his  last 
important  commissions  before 
his  death.  It  is  of  ten  karat  gold 
with  a  diameter  of  two  and 
three-quarters  inches. 

The  North  Carolina  Award  is 
the  highest  honor  the  state  can 
bestow.

Robert  Robey  Garvey  Jr. 

Robert  Robey  Garvey.  Jr.,  receives  the  North 
Carolina  Award  for  Public  Service  for  a  North 
Carolinian  who  resides  outside  the  state.  This 
award  is  presented  in  honor  of  his  leadership  in 
historic  preservation  on  the  national  level  as  well 
as  in  North  Carolina.  Mr.  Garvey,  a  native 
North  Carolinian  who  lived  here  until  1960,  now 
serves  as  Executive  Director  of  the  Advisory 
Council  on  Historic  Preservation,  in 
Washington,  D.  C. 

Mr.  Garvey's  chief  contribution  to  North 
Carolina  and  the  nation  has  been  to  create  almost  single-handedly  the 
models  and  the  actual  organizations  which  have  led  to  a  national 
program  in  historic  preservation.  His  first  major  connection  with 
historic  preservation  came  in  Winston-Salem  between  1955  and  1960 
when  he  served  as  Executive  Director  of  Old  Salem,  Inc.  He  headed  Old 
Salem  at  the  time  when  it  was  converted  from  an  idea  and  a  dream  into 
a  reality  as  one  of  the  nation's  finest  completely  restored  towns. 
Although  he  was  at  Old  Salem  only  five  years,  this  was  the  time  in 
which  its  finances  were  placed  on  a  firm  footing  and  a  major  portion  of 
the  restoration  work  was  undertaken  in  what  is  viewed  throughout  the 
nation  as  one  of  the  most  professionally  developed  projects  of  its  kind. 

On  the  basis  of  his  work  at  Old  Salem,  Mr.  Garvey  was  elected  in 
1960  as  President  of  the  National  Trust  for  Historic  Preservation. 
Coming  to  office  when  the  Trust  was  at  a  period  of  instability,  Mr. 
Garvey  succeeded  in  turning  its  fortunes  around  and,  in  seven  years, 
put  it  on  a  firm  philosophical  and  financial  footing,  which  it  still 
maintains  as  a  national  force  in  preserving  the  nation's  historic 
properties  and  sites. 

In  the  early  1960s,  Mr.  Garvey  led  a  movement  to  have  enacted  a 
federal  law  which  would  provide  for  the  establishment  of  a  national 
historic  preservation  policy  and  a  program  to  identify,  record,  and 
preserve  the  nation's  most  important  historic  properties.  The  National 
Historic  Preservation  Act  of  1966,  the  basis  on  which  the  national 
program  was  built  and  which  remains  the  national  legal  guide,  was  as 
much  the  work  of  Robert  Garvey  as  of  any  other  person. 

In  1967  Mr.  Garvey  became  the  first  executive  officer  of  the  Advisory 
Council  on  Historic  Preservation,  an  independent  agency  of  the  federal 
government  created  by  the  Historic  Preservation  Act  to  advise  the 
President  and  Congress  on  all  matters  relating  to  historic  preservation. 
As  director,  he  has  worked  closely  with  every  President  and  the  leaders 
of  Congress  toward  the  enactment  of  important  legislation  protecting 
historical  and  archeological  resources.  At  the  same  time,  he  has  helped 
make  historic  preservation  a  pursuit  of  millions  of  Americans. 

Mr.  Garvey  and  his  wife  Nancy  live  in  Arlington,  Virginia.  They 
have  three  sons  and  a  daughter.

Henry  L.  Kamphoefner  receives  the  North 
Carohna  Award  in  the  Fine  Arts  for  his 
outstanding  contributions  as  an  architect  and  as 
founding  Dean  of  the  School  of  Design  at 
North  Carohna  State  University.  His  personal 
achievements  and  his  influence  have  given  much 
to  the  visual  environment  of  our  state  and  of  the 
nation. 

A  native  of  Iowa,  Henry  Kamphoefner 
attended  Morningside  College  in  Sioux  City  for 
two  years,  then  entered  the  School  of 

Architecture  at  the  University  of  Illinois,  earning  his  B.  S.  in  1930.  A 
year  later  he  received  his  Master  of  Architecture  degree  from  Columbia 
University.  In  1933  he  was  awarded  a  Certificate  in  Design  from  the 
Beaux  Arts  Institute  of  Design  in  New  York  City. 

The  next  four  years  saw  the  successful  commencement  of  an 
architectural  career,  with  many  commissions  executed  and  a  great  deal 
of  experience  gathered  in  a  variety  of  professional  capacities. 

Then,  in  1937,  he  accepted  a  position  as  Assistant  Professor  of  ^ 
Architecture  at  the  University  of  Oklahoma.  Two  years  later  he  was 
promoted  to  Associate  Professor  and,  in  another  year,  to  Professor, 
serving  as  Director  of  the  School  of  Architecture  from  1942  until  1944. 
In  1944  he  was  appointed  Coordinator  of  Campus  Planning. 

Before  1948,  at  what  is  now  N.  C.  State  University,  the  study  of 
architecture  was  under  the  auspices  of  the  Engineering  School.  At  that 
time  though  it  was  decided  that,  under  dynamic  leadership, 
architecture  at  State  could  come  into  its  own.  Henry  Kamphoefner 
was  asked  to  come  to  Raleigh  as  the  first  Dean  of  the  School  of  Design. 

The  story  of  the  next  25  years  is  a  familiar  one  as,  under  the  guidance 
of  Dean  Kamphoefner,  the  N.  C.  State  University  School  of  Design 
became  one  of  the  foremost  institutions  of  architecture,  landscape 
architecture  and  product  design  in  the  nation.  A  brilliant  combination 
of  program  development  and  faculty  selection  provided  the  direction 
that  has  given  North  Carolina  and  the  nation  an  outstanding  group  of 
architects  and  designers. 

In  1973,  Henry  Kamphoefner  was  named  Dean  Emeritus  of  the 
School  of  Design.  He  continues  to  teach,  but  will  retire  next  May. 

Among  Dean  Kamphoefner's  many  professional  honors  is  the 
inclusion  of  his  Grandview  Music  Pavilion  in  Sioux  City  as  one  of 
"America's  Outstanding  Buildings  of  the  Postwar  Period"  by  the  Royal 
Institute  of  British  Architects.  In  1957  he  was  elected  a  Fellow  of  the 
American  Institute  of  Architects.  His  professional  publications  are 
many,  and  he  has  served  on  numerous  commissions  and  juries  of  award. 

Last  year  he  received  a  joint  award  from  the  American  Institute  of 
Architects  and  the  Association  of  Collegiate  Schools  of  Architecture  for 
"lasting  achievement  in  architectural  education." 

Dean  Kamphoefner  and  his  wife  Mabel  live  in  Raleigh.

Dr.  David  C.  Sabiston.  Jr.,  receives  the  North 
CaroHna  Award  in  Science  for  his  international 
leadership  among  surgeons  and  his  dedication  to 
the  highest  ideals  of  teaching.  His  positions  at 
Duke  University  as  Chairman  of  the 
Department  of  Surgery  and  James  B.  Duke 
Professor  of  Surgery  have  been  instrumental  in 
developing  the  reputation  that  the  Duke 
Medical  Center  enjoys  throughout  the  world. 

Dr.  Sabiston  was  born  a  North  Carolinian,  in 
Onslow  County.  He  was  graduated  from  the 

University  of  North  Carolina  at  Chapel  Hill  in  1943  and,  four  years 
later,  received  his  medical  degree  from  Johns  Hopkins.  Except  for  two 
years  military  duty  and  a  year  of  research  in  England,  he  remained  at 
Hopkins  until  1964. 

In  his  positions  at  Johns  Hopkins,  from  Chief  Resident  Surgeon  to 
Assistant,  Associate,  and  full  Professor,  Dr.  Sabiston  brought 
distinction  upon  himself  and  his  institution.  Among  particularly 
notable  projects  was  his  participation  in  the  development  of  the 
technique  of  lung  scanning,  which  has  since  become  a  standard 
diagnostic  procedure  throughout  the  world. 

In  1964  Dr.  Sabiston  came  to  Duke  as  Professor  and  Chairman  of  the 
Department  of  Surgery. 

As  a  physician,  his  skills  are  particularly  in  the  area  of  cardiovascular 
surgery,  but  his  scientific  contributions  have  been  primarily  focused 
upon  the  etiology  and  treatment  of  pulmonary  embolism.  He  has  made 
many  valuable  contributions  to  cardiovascular  physiology,  primarily  in 
relation  to  corrective  cardiovascular  surgery.  Most  recently  he  and  his 
younger  colleagues  in  the  Department  of  Surgery  have  greatly 
advanced  the  techniques  of  radionuclide  imaging  for  non-invasive 
cardiovascular  diagnostic  procedures. 

The  high  regard  in  which  Dr.  Sabiston  is  held  by  his  colleagues  is 
reflected  by  his  selection  to  many  important  professional  positions, 
including  the  presidency  of  the  American  Surgical  Association  and 
chairmanship  of  the  Board  of  Governors  of  the  American  College  of 
Surgeons.  He  is  a  member  of  numerous  medical  societies  and  has  served 
on  many  medical  boards  and  national  committees.  His  lectureships  and 
visiting  professorships  number  in  the  scores,  his  published  articles,  in 
the  hundreds. 

Dr.  Sabiston's  credentials  as  educator  are  outstanding,  as  witnessed 
in  part  by  the  professional  success  of  his  former  students,  some  of  whom 
now  occupy  important  chairs  of  surgery.  He  is  editor  of  the  Davis- 
Christopher  Textbook  of  Surgery  and  co-editor  of  Surgery  of  the 
Chest,  both  important  medical  texts.  Recently  he  was  a  member  of  a 
committee  of  the  Institute  of  Medicine  evaluating  the  true  costs  of 
medical  education. 

Dr.  Sabiston  and  his  wife  Agnes  live  in  Durham.  They  have  three 
daughters. 


Harriet  L.T\ncvs 


Miss  Harriet  L.  Tynes  receives  the  North 
Carohna  Award  for  PubHc  Service  for  her  many 
years  of  professional  and  volunteer  work  on 
behalf  of  children  in  need  of  good  homes.  For  24 
years,  Miss  Tynes  was  Executive  Director  of 
The  Children's  Home  Society  of  North  Carolina 
and  so  helped  find  parents  for  thousands  of 
children.  Then,  as  a  driving  force  behind  a 
unique  child  care  ministry  in  Greensboro,  she 
exemplified  the  kind  of  creative  energy  that  not 
only  serves  but  inspires  service  in  others. 

Born  in  Staunton,  Virginia,  Miss  Tynes  is  an  adopted  Tar  Heel.  She 
graduated  from  Goucher  College  in  Baltimore  and  received  a  masters 
degree  in  social  work  from  the  University  of  Chicago,  then  served  as 
Director  of  Child  Welfare  Service  for  the  State  Department  of  Public 
Welfare  in  Virginia  and  as  Director  of  Social  Services  in  that  state  from 
1936  to  1941. 

It  was  in  1942,  when  she  accepted  a  teaching  position  at  Queens 
College  in  Charlotte,  that  Harriet  Tynes  first  came  to  live  in  North 
Carolina.  Almost  immediately  though  she  was  granted  a  leave  of 
absence  to  manage  the  War  Housing  Center  in  Hampton  Roads, 
Virginia. 

In  1944,  The  Children's  Home  Society  of  North  Carolina,  a  state- 
wide, voluntary  adoption  agency,  decided  to  re-open  its  doors,  which 
had  been  closed  two  years.  Miss  Tynes  was  asked  to  serve  as  its 
director.  She  accepted.  With  the  assistance  of  one  secretary,  she 
soon  re-opened  the  receiving  home  to  care  for  babies,  hired  a  nursing 
staff,  and  selected  a  director  of  social  work  services.  The  agency  went 
back  into  service  with  an  annual  budget  of  $12,000  with  which  to  help 
babies  and  children  in  need  of  adoption  planning. 

Under  her  direction.  The  Children's  Home  Society  expanded  state- 
wide, caring  for  and  placing  thousands  of  infants  and  young  children.  It 
was  her  leadership  that  established  the  mixture  of  professionalism  and 
love  that  has  been  the  Society's  trademark,  up  to  her  retirement  in  1968 
and  beyond,  as  the  Society  has  grown  in  staff  and  budget  so  that  it  can 
provide  help  in  all  100  counties  of  the  state. 

Miss  Tynes  has  also  served  as  Chairman  of  the  N.   C.  Social  Workers 
Professional  Organization  and  has  been  on  the  Board  of  the  National 
Professional  Association  for  Social  Workers.  She  has  twice  served  as  a 
delegate  to  the  White  House  Conference  on  Children  and  Youth.  She 
has  conducted  institutes  on  adoption  in  a  number  of  states  and  has 
frequently  been  asked  to  conduct  seminars  for  medical  and  nursing 
students. 

After  her  retirement.  Miss  Tynes  became  instrumental  in  the  creation 
of  the  Child  Care  Ministry  at  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  in 
Greensboro,  serving  as  the  first  president  and  then  active  board 
member  of  this  organization,  which  finds  short-term  foster  homes  for 
Guilford  County  children. 


MaiilvWideWdlman 


Manly  Wade  Wellman  receives  the  North 
Carolina  Award  in  Literature  for  his 
contributions  in  the  areas  of  fiction,  history  and 
biography.  Mr.  Wellman  is  the  author  of  more 
than  70  books,  as  well  as  some  500  articles  and 
short  stories,  and  has  made  significant  marks  in 
several  areas  of  writing. 

He  was  born  in  1903  in  a  village  in  Portuguese 
West  Africa  (now  Angola),  the  son  of  a  medical 
officer.  Despite  his  immediate  origins,  however, 
he  has  deep  Southern  roots  and  proudly  displays 
in  his  home  the  Yankee  sabre  captured  by  a  Confederate  ancestor. 

Coming  to  the  United  States  as  a  young  man,  Manly  Wellman  lived 
in  many  parts  of  the  country,  attending  school  in  Utah  and  at  Wichita 
University  and  Columbia.  His  travel  was  abundant,  and  he  held  down  a 
variety  of  jobs:  soda  bottler,  cowboy,  housepainter,  bouncer.  But  from 
his  earliest  days  at  school,  he  had  always  wanted  to  be  a  writer,  and  he 
returned  to  Wichita  in  1927  as  a  reporter  on  the  Beacon. 

It  was  not  journalism,  however,  that  received  Mr.  Wellman's  most 
serious  efforts  at  that  time,  but  his  short  stories,  which  began  to  be 
published  in  such  now  classic  pulps  as  Weird  Tales.  Thus  began  years 
of  work  that  earned  him  a  position  of  highest  prominence  in  the  genres 
of  fantasy  and  science  fiction.  All  of  the  forms  seem  to  have  received  his 
attention,  from  the  short  story  {Worse  Things  Waiting  is  an  impor- 
tant collection)  to  the  comic  book  (stories  for  such  heroes  as  Green  Lan- 
tern and  Captains  America,  Marvel,  and  Midnight).  There  were 
mysteries  too.  In  1945  his  story,  "A  Star  for  a  Warrior,"  won  Ellery 
Queen  Magazine's  annual  short  story  award. 

In  1946  Mr.  Wellman  moved  with  his  wife  Frances  and  son  Wade  to 
Pine  Bluff,  N.  C.  The  next  year  saw  the  publication  of  his  first 
hardcover  novel,  a  mystery.  Find  My  Killer.  Also  published  at  that 
time  was  the  first  of  a  series  of  juvenile  novels,  a  field  in  which  he  would 
become  regarded  as  a  master.  In  1949  his  major  biography.  Giant  In 
Gray,  came  out.  With  this  work,  the  story  of  Confederate  General 
Wade  Hampton,  Mr.  Wellman  gained  his  reputation  as  a  major  Civil 
War  historian. 

In  1951  the  Wellmans  moved  to  Chapel  Hill,  where  the  writing 
continued,  with  a  number  of  works  having  North  Carolina  settings. 
More  recognition  came,  including  the  American  University  Women's 
best  juvenile  novel  of  the  year  awarded  for  The  Battle  of  Kings 
Mountain,  and  a  Pulitzer  Prize  nomination  for  Rebel  Boast.  Along 
with  relentless  hours  of  writing  came  duties  teaching  creative  writing  at 
Elon  College  and  the  University  of  North  Carolina  at  Chapel  Hill. 

Still  in  Chapel  Hill,  Mr.  Wellman  continues  to  write.  Several  books 
are  due  from  the  publisher  in  1979. 
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
